Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for falling to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claims 1 and 2, "the error source" (lines 8, respectively) lacks antecedent 
basis. An error 'source' has not previously been identified. 
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Claims 1 and 2 are further rejected because the 'gradually cancelling' step refers 
back to the 'localizing the system error and [an] error source' step as containing 
individual steps . However, it does appear that the 'localizing' step includes a 'plurality' 
of [individual] steps. 

Claim 2 is further rejected under §1 121[2 as directed to a single claim which 
claims both a system and the method steps of using the system (in this instant case, the 
'means' is of the 'system' and is used to perform steps for operation thereof) and is 
therefore indefinite under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. See IPXL Holdings v. 
Amazon.com, Inc., 430 F.2d 1377, 1384, 77 USPQ2d 1140, 1145 (Fed. Cir. 2005) - Ex 
parte Lyell, 17 USPQ2d 1548 (Bd. Pat. App. & Inter. 1990) *>(< claim directed to an 
automatic transmission workstand and the method * of using it * held ** ambiguous and 
properly rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph>). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claim 2 is further rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because based on the theory that 
the claim is directed to neither a "process" nor a "machine," but rather embraces or 

overlaps two different statutory classes of invention set forth in 35 U.S.C. 101 which is 
drafted so as to set forth the statutory classes of invention in the alternative only. Id. at 
1551.
